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EXCITING NEW VISTAS 
OF PIONEERING DREAM 


Up and down the Western Hemisphere last week 
there was news of exciting vistas—new lands, new 
waterways and new areas of human knowledge. It 
ranged from Alaska to Brazil, from the St. Lawrence 
River to rich U.S. wheat fields, 
where the pioneering dream is 
again coming true, and it liter- 
ally shaped this issue of LIFE. 

Alaska won a 42-year battle 
for congressional approval of 
its admission to the Union. As 
Alaska celebrated, LIFE shows 
the jubilant spirit and immense 
resources that will make it a a.askan ceLeBRator 
strapping 49th state (p. 24). 

The American farmer, after years of drought and 
lowering income, is reaping the richest harvest 
in years and what may be the 
largest winter wheat crop in all 
U.S. history. LIFE visits Farm- 
er Paul Horsch, father of 13, on 
his place near Wellington, Kan., 
and shows in color the golden 
fields and sleek cattle (p. 90). 

One of the visionary engi- 
neering works of modern times, 
the St. Lawrence Seaway, took 
its biggest remaining step forward in a huge explo- 
sion that opened a new channel for deep draft traf- 
fic in the St. Lawrence River. It 
created a 100-square-mile lake ' 
behind a new power dam on 
the Ontario-New York border.

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THE LAST GREAT U.S. FRONTIER 


A 2 cents-an-acre folly has fur, fish, gold, oil, vast untapped wealth 


Alaska in Aleut means “great land,” and from 
Ketchikan to Attu is a fur piece indeed. The 
new state would hold two Texases plus an In- 
diana, and the $7.2 million the U.S. paid for 
it averages out to two cents an acre. 

Tywia Vitus Becinava Danerwurksag foc liars 
sia’s Peter the Great, who discovered Alaska 
in 1741. Bering died on the return trip and was 
buried off Siberia, but his crewmen fetched 
some sea otter pelts back to St. Petersburg. 
They delighted the ladies of the court and the 
fur trade was on. 

Kodiak soon became Alaska’s first permanent 
white settlement; Sitka and Wrangell followed. 
The Russians cruelly abused and enslaved the 
native Aleuts and Tlingits. Then, in one of the 
most obscure uprisings in history, the natives 
massacred great numbers of the white settlers 
before the rebellion was put down. 

Meantime the Spanish and English were nos- 
ing around the new land. Captain James Cook, 
having paused en route to discover Hawaii, 
charted “P: handle” waters in 1778. Alexan- 
der Mackenzie's daring inland explorations of 
adjacent Canada gave further encouragement 
to migration to the northwest. 

By 1867 the fur animals had been killed al- 
most out of existence and Russia made over- 
tures to sell Alaska to the U.S. Secretary of 
State William Seward, thinking the purchase 
would bolster the prestige of President Andrew 
Johnson, who faced impeachment, pushed the 
bill through Congress. What he had done was 
called “Seward’s Folly.” 

U.S. ownership brought au Alaskan boom as 
speculators, prospectors and dance-hall girls 
rushed in. Things cooled off briefly, as they do 
in Alaska, and then in 1880 the first major gold 
deposit was discovered. By 1898 the fabled 
Klondike gold rush in Canada was in full swing 
(Lire, May 19). Finally, in 1912, Alaska got 
territorial status. In 1942 the Japanese occu- 
pied the western Aleutians. 

The territory’s big boom began just after 
the war, encouraged by prosperity in the U.S., 


abetted by easier transportation, and peopled 
in part by U.S. servicemen who had been sta- 
tioned there and came back to stay. Since 1946 
the population has more than doubled, from 
90,000 to 212,500. Highways have opened 
new areas, though there are still only 5,000 
miles of road in 586,400 square miles. In 1954, 
a $65 million pulp mill went into operation at 
Ketchikan; another is abuilding. Last year the 
first oil well spudded on the Kenai peninsula. 
Since then oil-seekers have staked claims on 
more than 27 million acres: an area larger than 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Delaware and New Jersey. 

Fishing, though on the decrease, is still the 
largest industry, worth $93 million last year, 
twice the volume of the lumbering industry. 
Tourism is now the third largest money-maker, 
as people learn that Alaska isn’t all icebox and, 
indeed, that Anchorage’s climate averages out 
like Minneapolis’. A quarter of Alaska’s work- 
ing population and much of its hustle is mili- 
tary—the men who staff the DEW line radar 
network, the air and sea bases of a land only 
54 air miles from Russia. 

But Alaska is still a huge, raw, untapped and 
unknown land. Wilderness is no more than a 
brisk walk from even the largest city, Anchor- 
age. Until now, 99% of the land has been U.S. 
government owned and barely 5% of the coun- 
try has been surveyed. The difficulty of getting 
title to land has held down settlement and dis- 
couraged outside capital. 

To most Alaskans what statehood brings 
close is the future. With more than 100 mil- 
lion federally owned acres now up for private 
ownership, outside capital should begin to flow 
in. And the state can offer tax incentives the 
territory could not. Long delayed development 
of mineral resources—Alaska has all but two 
of the 33 minerals deemed strategic by the 
U.S.—can begin. Walter Hickel, who has made 
$3 million as a contractor since he hit Alaska 
penniless in 1947, says, “By God, I'd love to 
bea young man in Alaska 50 years from now.”

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EDITORIALS 


OUR IMAGE AT BRUSSELS 


“T was disgusted and nauseated with the American exhibit,” 
said Mr. Hayes Robertson of Chicago Heights on returning 
from the Brussels World’s Fair. “It looked like it was put 
together by a bunch of neurotics. .. . I didn’t see America 
anywhere.” Robertson’s remarks were read to the President, 
who was irritated enough to ask for a special report from 
George Allen, custodian of the image of America that the 
U.S. Information Agency tries to project abroad. 

The Robertson view of the fair is shared by many Ameri- 
cans who have seen it, and Allen has said he will make a few 
changes on the basis of his own survey. We trust he will not 
make too many, and none that might change the basic char- 
acter of the U.S. exhibit. For most of its American critics, in- 
cluding Mr. Robertson, are way off base. 

‘The Brussels exposition is a great attempt by some 50 na- 
tions at the first postatomic “moral and material stocktaking 
of man’s achievements.” The U.S. exhibit is officially aimed 
to show “the continual effort of the U.S. to improve the way 
of life.” That is just what it does—without any boasting, 
muscle-flexing or lecturing. 

The pavilion itself, designed by Edward D. Stone, is gen- 
erally acclaimed to be the architectural hit of the fair. It has 
40 entrances and exits that let you wander in and out at will 
instead of dragooning you past the exhibits inside. The domi- 
nant impression is of space, light, water and trees, inside and 
out. On the surrounding terraces are hundreds of inviting 
chairs, which are the most gracious things you can offer a 
crowd of trippers who may number 35 million before the fair 
is over. (Another thoughtful and unusual offering: free toilet 
facilities with no tipping.) If, as Mr. Robertson complains, 
there are orange peels in the lagoon, that is because so many 
European visitors find it the ideal picnic site. They are also 
delighted with such features as Disney's Circarama erc 
country tevologues a complete American drugstore: voting 
machines (Ike's idea); daily music or drama in the hand- 
some adjoining theater; hourly fashion shows o! 
clothes; an electronic brain (RAMAC) that tells 
happened in any A.D. year of your choice: 
in one room handling radioactive isotoy 
of mechanical hands, with which he can li; 
pour the isotopes into a bottle for cancer r 

Some of the U.S. exhibits, to be sure, are baffling or trivial 
winatively presented and there are inevitable omis- 
sions. Mr. Robertson, for example, complains that the only 


American automobile shown is a 1903 model and that “no 
exhibit shows how we tax ourselves to help the other people 
of the world. 

But these criticisms are not heard from Europeans, who 
make up 95% of the visitors. The last thing they want to see 
is a new American automobile, since they saw one every few 
hundred feet on their way to Brussels, This is not an indus- 
trial fair but a humanist, way-of-life fair. Alistair Cooke on 
BBC called our pavilion “one of the two or three complete 
successes ... all the more admirable in that it presents to 
skeptical Europeans a picture of America that they don’t 
expect and have no cause to belittle.” 

‘The Russian exhibit is just the opposite: larded with heavy 
machinery, automobiles, Sputniks, bad art and loud-mouthed 
statis If the object of a fair is to overawe people, the So- 
viets win this one hands down. But most Europeans are tired 
of displays of power and glad to be reminded—or informed 
for the first time—that America is the land of the free and 
easy as well as the home of the SAC and the brave. 

The trouble with our exhibit, if any, is that no clear theme 
dominates the pleasant welter of amenities and achievements 
that represent the American way of life. Several such themes 
might have been chosen: overpowering productivity, heroic 
history, skyscraper ambition, ete.—all legitimate but in dubi- 
ous accord with the official purpose of the fair, What emerges 
instead is a slightly blurred image that no American need feel 
ashamed of: the image of an “open society,” open in 40 
di ions like the building itself, hedonistic, eclectic, trivial 
in spots, cheerful and fundamentally humane. A salute to the 
taxpayer, which Mr, Robertson misses, is not needed to make 
this point. Last week, indecd, it was made much better by 
an individual. 

‘The individual was Herbert Hoover, 83, who flew to Brus- 
sels as the President's personal delegate. Many of the Bel- 
gians in his audience know they are still alive only because 
Hoover's Belgian Relief Organization fed them in the years 
1915-19. Said Hoover on the Fourth of July, ‘In interpreting 
the ideals of my country, I must include the spirit of com- 
passion. ... It spreads from every American home to all 
ankind.” The staunch old humanitarian and his record, 
just standing there, said it better than his words. 

Our fair exhibit is something like that: not too incisive 
but wholly honest, It assumes other people are also interested 
in living and pursuing happiness. The moral will get across. 


MAKING DEMOCRACY LOOK FOOLISH 
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“Contempt of Congress” may be a federal offense, but every 
fair-minded citizen must feel something like that for Oren 
Harris’ Subcommittee on Legislative Oversight. If these 
Adams-Fox-Goldfine hearings go on much longer they may 
make us homesick for the bad old days of Senator McCarthy, 
whose ostensible quarry, namely Communism in government, 
at least justified the headlines. Harris’ quarry is headlin 
period. He is abusing his power, wasting the taxpayers’ money, 
breaking the House's procedural rules and making democracy 
look foolish. 

‘The Adams case was a classic political tragedy with a clear 
story line pointing, in our opinion (Lire, June 23), to the 
sad necessity of Adams’ resignation for the sake of the Eisen- 
hower administration’s good name. The Harris committee has 
turned it into a Punch and Judy show. The total exposure 
of a minor American businessman such as Goldfine to harass 
Adams is sheer congressional hypocrisy. In permitting John 
Fox to make his sordid charges against Goldfine and Adams, 


the committee not only admitted the wildest kind of hearsay 
“evidence” but broke a House rule that requires secret ses- 
sions for testimony that “may tend to defame.” 

What makes this exhibition all the more intolerable is the 
pretense that congressmen are fit to police the ethical stand- 
ards of this Administration. From Adams down, the Adminis- 
tration’s standards are incomparably higher than Congress’ 
ever were. Congressmen are the worst freeloaders and conflict- 
of-interest offenders in the government. This same House 
was recently challenged by a member to abandon one of its 
juiciest sources of “legitimate” graft: foreign junketeering 
with the use of undisclosed counterpart funds. Instead of 
agreeing to make out individual and public expense accounts 
for these trips the House decided to keep the shades down 
on its gravy train. Until Congress is able to improve its own 
ethical standards, its committees should be extra scrupulous 
about how they investigate those of the other branches. 
Harris’ subcommittee is being extra unscrupulous instead.

YOUNG U.S. SCULPTORS 
REVIVE NEGLECTED ART 


For more than 200 years the wood carvers’ art 
in America has been practiced chiefly by crafts- 
men and whittlers, Most of the se 

tors of the past preferred to emulate 

by working with marbl sculptors have 
specialized in creating forms out of molten 
metal or hammered st But today the art of 
wood sculpture is enjoying a lively boost. A 
number of young sculptors around the country 
have turned to wood with enthusiasm, c1 

ing sculpture that is impressively ind 

and often imposing or witty. 

A major reason for the revived interest in 
wood sculpture is matter-of-factly summed up 
by Elbert Weinberg (opposite page), a 30-year- 
old sculptor of New Haven, Conn. who says, 
“T like wood because I can afford it.” Like 
others of his contemporaries, Weinberg does 
not have the means to pay the high cost of 
casting clay sculpture into metal or e 
buying and transporting marble, Wood is not 
only cheap (a six-foot log of walnut costs him 
about $80) but also durable and yielding. “It 
doesn’t fight you,” says Weinber; 

sensitive, romantic artist with the ingenui- 
ty of a Yankee cabinetmaker, Weinberg creates 
dramatic figures of angels, rabbis and brid 
He hews sensuous curves and surfaces in wal- 
nut or beech, joins forms together by intri- 
cate armatures, wood pegs and glue. On these 
pages Lire shows the work of Weinberg and 
two other accomplished young wood sculptors.

In the field of human reconstruction these developments promise 
a future even more glowing than the remarkable present. Already 
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surgeons are replacing crippled blood vessels, repairing clouded eye 
corneas, making good shattered or misshaped bones, rebuilding faces. 
But they have never been able to fashion replacements for damaged 
internal organs. Devices like the artificial kidney and the heart 
machine. wonderful though they are, are merely temporary 
tutes for the patient's own organs. 

Most of the replacements surgeons now make to install in the hu- 
man body are fashioned of synthetic materials or the patient's own 
tissues. So far it has been impossible to transfer tissues or organs 
from one to another because the grafts do not “take,” and are de- 
stroyed by the action of the patient’s own body. Only in the last few 
decades have the reasons for this begun to be understood, and the 
research has revealed much about the uniqueness of man. 

Tissues cannot be transplanted between persons because every 
person—save for identical twins—has a unique hereditary make-up 
and therefore differs from every other member of the human race. 
The human body has powerful mechanisms for distinguishing t 
tween its own tissues and es from another person and for de- 
stroying the latter. Identical twins may exchange grafts only because 
they are exceptions to this rule of biological individuality. Th 
from the same fertilized egg and have identical heredity 
tissues are not “fore to each other. 

The mechanism for rejecting foreign grafts is the same mecha- 
nism which protects us against harmful germs. When germs in- 
vade the body they are resisted by antibodies and white cells and oth- 
ents in the blood that help make us immune to their effects.

Medical investigators have uncovered many proofs of this. One 
of the most striking comes from Drs. Robert A. Good and Richard L. 
Varco of the University of Minnesota. On very rare occasions a child 
little or no ability to manufacture antibodies against 
disease germs. Such children are so susceptible to infection that be- 
fore the discovery of penicillin none lived beyond in But for 
the same reason that they fail to reject germs, they also fail to reject 
foreign grafts. The Minnesota physicians report that several such 
children have borne patches of foreign skin for two years or more. 

But aside from ident ildren with this rare disease, 
all humans have the built-in transplantation barrier. Before internal 
organs can be grafted, some way must be found of breaking through 
this barrier. No less than three ways of doing that have been worked 
out in the laboratory, in tests upon thousands of animals. 

Like the idea of organ transplantation itself, all three method 
sound more like science fiction than science fact. Nevertheless a 
variant of one has already received a trial in a human patient. The 
date was April 7, 1958 and the patient was a hopelessly ill 31-year-old 
woman who had lost her only kidney. On that date Dr. Joseph E. 
Murray and his colleagues at Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in Boston 
grafted a kidney 1 of a massive dose of X-rays 
applied to prevent her own tissues from destroying the graft. Kidney 
grafts had been tried before on nonidentical humans, but this was 
the first time the X-ray procedure had been attempted. The graft 
functioned well. But the woman, Mrs. Gladys Lowman of Franklin, 
Ohio, died after 28 days from the radiation effects. Laboratory ex- 
perience indicates that these effects may be overcome under more 
favorable circumstances, and some form of the X-ray procedure is 
still considered a highly promising approach. 

“The X-ray technique and other procedures for breaching the trans- 
plantation barrier are certain to be tried in other patients,” says Min- 
nesota’s Dr. Good.

There are numerous situations in which tissue and organ grafts 
will be able to save life. One, of course, is kidney disease. Kidneys 
are subject to a wide var‘ety of ailments, and the only present hope 
of cure for many of these is to replace the diseased organs. Grafts 


will likewise save life when cancer invades organs like the lungs or 
liver (provided the diseased organ is removed before the 
spreads to the rest of the body). Grafts of skin from donors would be 
an improvement over the treatments now used for severe burns 
Attempts to replace missing parts of the body go back to ancient 
times. More than 2.000 years ago the Hindu, Suérut 
geon of his day, knew how to fashion noses from flaps of cheek skin. 
Susruta’s art finally reached Sicily and Italy in the 15th and 16th cen- 
turies. There, widespread sword play and a virulent form of syphilis 
with a proclivity for destroying the nose kept Italian ne 
busy and sparked the invention of other plastic surgery techniques.

LEADERS IN TRANSPLANT RESEARCH

This was an effort to con- 
firm that X-rays and other harmful radiations kill by destroy- 
ing the tissues that form the red and white blood cells. These tis- 
es are located chiefly in the bone marrow—the soft filling in 
most bone cavities—but there are also some in the spleen. It 
discovered that mice could withstand otherwise fatal doses of 
X-rays if their spleens were shielded, or if they were afterward in- 
jected with healthy spleen cells from other animals. These then 
rebuilt the destroyed blood cells. The mice could accept the for- 
eign spleen cells because the X had destroyed the graft- 
fighting agents present in the bone marrow. 

"The next step was to see if a mouse tha ted spleen cells 
from another animal could also pt other tissues from that 
with X-rays, then gave each some

Here, then, was a way to give a patient a graft of skin or a new 
kidney or other organ: first give a “lethal” dose of X-rays to de- 
stroy the bone marrow and with it the antibodies that reject for- 
eign tissue. Then inject new blood-formii 
donor. Finally, graft tissue or an organ from the same donor. 

As yet there has been no clear-cut trial of this procedure in hu- 
mans. Powerful irradiation is too perilous 
taken in a human patient except in the most desperate cireum- 
stances, and desperate circumstances seldom arrange themselves 
to suit the convenience of medical researchers. 

In the kidney graft of Mrs. Lowman—the one attempt so far to 
e the irradiation technique for grafting in a human being—her 
tors were forced by the press of time to accept a compromise. 
The only suitable kidney they could find was from a 4-year-old 
child who had to undergo removal of a kidney anyway and who 
could not be asked to give marrow to provide new bloodmaking 
cells. Mrs. Lowman’s doctors were compelled to try an alternative. 
They gave her marrow from other donors—l0 in all—and hoped 
that the 10 marrows would “get along” well enough to counter 
the effect of irradiation and let Mrs. Lowman live. She did not. 
But, says Dr. Murray, “the results were encouraging enough to 
warrant continued investigation. We may try foreign grafts again 
if appropriate circumstances arise. 

Whatever the future of the irradiation procedure in grafting, 
it may lead to an unrelated but quite as remarkable accomplish- 
ment: a cure for leukemia, or cancer of the bone marrow. The 
essential idea is simple: first kill the leukemic marrow with huge

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doses of X-rays, then inject new marrow from a healthy donor. 
The scheme has been tested in leukemic mice. About 70% of the 
animals were cured, 

A few animal experiments are not much to go on, But there is 
no known cure for leukemia in humans, and physicians who treat 


it, especially in children, become desperate men, “I haven't it in 
me,” says a prominent specialist, “to continue telling parents, 


"There is nothing that can be done.’ I'm ready to try anything.” 
As a result, heavy irradiation has already been tried in about 20 
leukemic patients, mostly children. 

No patient has been cured because the difficulties have been 
immense. No one knows what dose of X-rays is required, No one 
knows the proper dose of new marrow. These things can be learned 
only from experience with human patients. Besides, the treatment 
is extremely hard on the patient. He becomes very ill during the 
two to three hours needed for sufficient irradiation. Several days 
must elapse before transfused marrow cells take hold. During that 
interval the patient is essentially defenseless against germs and 
may easily succumb to infection. 

Most of the leukemic patients treated so far received too little 
radiation to achieve complete sterilization of the marrow. Only 
one radiologist had the courage to keep the machine on for the 
delivery of as much as 550 roentgens—and experts think several 
hundred roentgens more may be necessary. The patient. a 
old girl, died of an infection on the 12th day after the X-ray treat- 
ment. But exceedingly minute post-mortem examination failed to 
divulge a single leukemic cell. Perhaps, for the first time on record, 
leukemia had been completely eliminated. This. like Mrs. Low- 
man’s kidney case, may sound like a very hollow victory since 
the patient died. In that sense, of course, it is hollow, But it 
must be remembered that no victory was possible by our pre- 
vious knowledge and techniques. It is only by expanding these 
frontiers that doctors can hope to achieve future victories that 
will not be hollow. 

Like the irradiation procedure, the second technique used in 
tissue grafting was turned up by the sheerest accident—as the out- 
growth of an attempt in 1948 to distinguish between identical and 
nonidentical twins in cattle. The obvious solution to this livestock 
problem seemed to be a skin-graft test: presumably a graft would 
take only on identical twins. To the surprise of researchers, it 
took on both identical and nonidentical cattle. But why? 

The answer came in two parts. First, it was known that cattle 
twins, unlike the twins of other animal species, share their blood 
circulation before birth. Second, it had been speculated that the 
antibodies and other agents which fight germs and prevent graft- 
ing are not active before birth. Now the cattle twins had proved 
this theory. The reason they were able to exchange grafts, even 
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though they were not identical, was that they had heen made toler- 
ant of each other's tissues by the exchange of blood before birth. 
At that time there are no antibodies to make trouble and almost 
any kind of grafting might be done (see picture. bottom p. 115). 

Researchers tried to induce the same tolerance in other animals 
by injecting them with foreign cells before birth. Tt worked: the 
animals were later able to accept grafts from the same donor, 
What was more, other animals were able to achieve this tolerance 
to foreign tissues even when injected immediately after birth. 
Some spectacular experiments were performed by variations of 
this procedure. Adult dog skin was grafted to puppies. Duck, para- 
keet, pheasant and guinea hen skin was grafted to chickens, 

At first glance it is difficult to see how the newborn-condition- 
ing procedure could be useful for grafting in man. ‘The problem 
arises from the necessity for carrying out the conditioning at the 
time of birth. Can a doctor tell at birth that an infant has a defect 
best dealt with by a graft so that the child can be prepared at once 
for grafting? How can one tell which infant will need skin or an 
internal organ later in life? And from whom would come the 
cells to condition the infant? Would that donor—it would have 
to be the same one—be alive and in a position to supply a graft 
20, 40, 60 years in the future? 

Despite the obvious problems, newborn-conditioning will be 
tested in humans soon. There exist a number of hereditary dis- 
eases that are often fatal early in life and are best treated with 
[ts of new tissue. Prominent among them are several hereditary 
ns of anemia caused by the production of abnormal red blood 
cells by the bone marrow. The best hope of dealing with these 
anemias today is to supply new marrow capable of producing nor- 
mal red cells, Plans are now being made to inject conditioning cells 
from a donor into infants born in families known to carry the 
deadly anemia traits. Then if a child later develops anemia he 
he given marrow grafts from his original donor. 

In addition, several researchers have a scheme which sounds 
fantastic but which they believe can be made to work. In labora- 
tory experiments it has been found that animals injected with cells 
from two or more donors at birth will later accept grafts from all 
these donors. The plan is to treat newborn infants with cells from 
20 or 25 other newborns. In later life each of these persons would 
be able to call on any one of the others for spare parts as needed. 


The third transplant technique 


l may prove possible to condition the body to accept grafts 
even more simply, by means of the third and newest assault 
on the transplant barrier, Last winter conditioned mice bearing 
foreign grafts were connected by their bloodstreams to other mice. 
The second group of mice had not been previously conditioned 
to accept grafts and could normally be expected to reject them, But 
it was discovered that after the exchange of blood the second group. 
of mice could accept pieces of the grafts borne by the first group. 

‘The implications of this experiment are startling. Something 
passed from one animal to the other through the direct union of 
their blood vessels and induced tolerance to the graft. Whatever 
this substance is, it should be possible to pass it in a less awkward 
way, perhaps by some kind of continuous infusion or by repeated 
injections. In other words, patients might be made to accept grafts 
of tissue or internal organs without lethal irradiation, without cell 
injection at birth, with6ut anything more complicated than a se- 
ries of shots. 

There are, of course, a good many problems still to be solved be- 
fore person-to-person grafting can become a regular part of medi- 
cine and surgery. Among them is “runt disease,” a queer, lethal 
wasting away of the body that has occurred in some animals follow- 
ing grafting, the result of an attack by transplanted tissues against 
their new host. No one knows how much of a problem runt dis- 
ease will be in man, though most experts are confident it can be 
avoided. 

In any event the surgeons are ready to transplant human tissues 
and organs. As a matter of fact, a start has already been made. 

‘There are some tissues that can already be transplanted despite 
the body's antigraft machinery. Bone chips and blood vessels may 
be grafted because they do not need to survive. They serve merely

grafted because they go into the surface of the eye, an area which 
will usually accept grafts because there are no blood vessels there 
to conduct antibodies and white cells to the graft. 

Sheer desperation has also forced surgeons to undertake grafts 
even where there was little hope of the graft surviving for long. 
Grafts of foreign skin have been attempted repeatedly in the treat- 
ment of severe burns—the kind that often result from automobile 
accidents, clothing fires or chemical explosions. 

In treating burns the doctor faces two major problems. One 
is to stop the loss of fluid from the burned tissues and prevent 
shock. The second and more difficult problem arises from a pecu- 
liarity of the human hide. In animals the skin is only loosely 
connected to underlying tissues. In man it is tightly bonded to the 
tissues beneath. Consequently when a large human skin wound 
closes, it pulls together the muscles underneath. Permanent de- 
formity is frequently the result. Nothing but grafts of skin will 
really prevent such deformity. When patients are too extensively 
burned to supply skin of their own from an intact part of the 
body, surgeons have had to attempt temporary grafts of “foreign” 
skin. At least they make a superior dressing even if they are not 
permanent. 

Kidney transplants have likewise been carried out in more than 
a score of patients in the U.S. alone. Some of these grafts, like 
Mrs. Lowman’s, have involved transplantations between noniden- 
tical individuals, although without the radiation procedure used 
in her case. One surgeon—Dr. David Hume, formerly of Harvard, 
now chief of surgery at the Medical College of Virginia—has per- 
formed several such operations. One nonidentical kidney graft fune- 
tioned for nearly six months before it was destroyed by its host. 

At several centers surgeons are already rehearsing the surgery 
for the grafting of lungs and other internal organs. It is not ex- 
pected that organ transplantation will entail insuperable surgical 
difficulties. The real problems will arise in quite different areas.

‘onservationists deplore the poisons’ wide use, say that dusting 
may destroy the very insects and songbirds that ultimately would 
prey upon the fire ant, In Alabama, the state most seriously ridden 
with fire ants, a survey showed that in cet n dusted areas 75% of 
the bird and animal population were killed. Sixty percent of the cot- 
tontail rabbits in one area were destroyed and whole coveys of quail 
died on their roosts. Many of the nation’s woodcock ring in the 
South, were threatened. Some doctors believe that certain current ills 
may be due in part to the cumulative reaction to numerous insec- 
ticides which Americans ingest with their food, point out that the 
chemicals have not been sufficiently tested to determine their long- 
term effect on man. But the Agriculture Department retorts that no 
human has been’ poisoned, that wildlife areas will soon repopulate. 
he debate in the North over government use of poisonous insecti- 
cides came to a head in the nation’s first court case on this subject. 
Led by the famous naturalist, Robert Cushman Murphy, a group of 
Long Islanders tried to stop officials from spraying their property from 
the air to fight the gypsy moth. They claimed their vegetables had 
been ruined. that their cows were giving DDT-tainted milk. A federal 
judge ruled against them, asserting that DDT had caused no proved ill- 
ness, had eliminated the harmful moth, The plaintiffs plan to appeal.
